Thus Senator Teller Describes the 
Sedition Act Passed By the 
Taft Commission 


SENATOR HOAR. LANDS 
ON TAFT COMMISSION 


Venerable Massachusetts Statesman 
Uses Such Bitter Words That 
Platt, of Connecticut, Re- 
torts in Kind—Adminis- 
tration Defended. 


Washington, February 11.—A stirring 
debate on the general Philippine question 
was precipitated in the senate late today, 
the principal participants being Mr. Platt, 
of Connecticut, and Mr. Hoar, of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, had concluded 
for the day his argument against the 
enactment of the pending Philippine tariff 
bill. In response to some statements he 
had made, Mr. Platt directed the senatc’s 
attention to the situation in the islands 
as he viewed it, maintaining that great 
progress was being made by the govern- 
ment in subduing the insurrection. Mr. 
Hoar ridiculed the statements of Mr. 
Platt, and in a facetious vein adverted 
to the efforts of the American govern- 
ment to contro] the Filipino people. 

The remarks of the Massuchusetts sen- 
ator aroused Mr. Platt, who delivered a 
notable speech, in the course of ‘which 
he referred to Mr. Hoar in pretty sharp 
terms. His speech was listened to by 
senators on both sides of the chambcr 
with profound attention. 

In his reply Mr. Hoar delivered an in- 
cisive criticism of the action of the Phil- 
ippine commission, declaring that he had 
been taught to judge men rather by their 
actions than by their words, and by this 
standard he could not judge the Philip- 
pine commission with any degree of fa- 
vor. 

Early in the day the genate passed a 
joint reBolution submitting a constitu- 
tiénal. amendment changing the time of 
presidential inaugurations and the termi- 
nation and commencement of congresses 
from the 4th of March to the last Thurs- 
day of April. 


Justice Must Be Done Seys ‘Teller. 


“there is no certainty that, bécalise we 
have lived one hundred and twenty-five 
years, we will live always. But we will 
live always if we keep in mind all the 
time that justice must be done by every 
man to every other man, and we must 
above all deal justly with every power 
we come in touch with.”’ 

In the twenty-two years of'his service 
in the senate, he said, he had seen many 
strange things, but never anything like 
the reading of the so-called enactments 
of the Philippine commission, which, he 
said, was a compendium of tyranny and 
infamy. 

Mr. Foraker said that the sedition and 
treason laws enacted for the Philippines 
were almost identical with those of Ten- 
nessee. 

Mr. Hoar interrupted to ask if the order 
of General Otis directing forced submis- 
sion was not itself an act of war. 

Mr. Teller answered that ten years ago 
it would have been so considered, where- 
upon Mr. Hoar declared that the Filipinos 
could not be charged with opening hos- 
tilities when the United States, by Gen- 
eral Otis’ order, had issued a formal act 
of war long before. 

Mr. Teller expressed the opinion that 
the Filipinos never would consent to our 
control of the islands. ° 

“Is the senator entirely certain,’’ inter- 
jected Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, ‘‘that a 
majority of the Christian people of the 
islands do not consent to our goéern- 
ment?’ 

Without Fear of Bayonet Rule. 


Mr. Teller repiied that if he could trust 
the information which had come to him, 
not one-tenth of the people wanted the 
United States zcv ernment in the islands. 
He urged, however, that the Filipinos 
ought to be afforded an opportunity to 
express their sentiments without the fear 
of bayonet rule. 

Mr. Culberson said that Generals Mac- 
Arthur and Chaffee both were on record 
as saying that practieally the _ entire 
population in the islands was opposed to 
American rule and that Governor Taft 
had testified that the Christians in the 
islands were vigorously opposed to the 
contro] of t'gls government. 

Mr. Teller said that ‘‘not a small per- 
centage, but practically no per cent” of 
the Filipincs wanted American govern- 
ment inethe islands. They might receive

Washington, February 11.—Sen- 
ator Carmack today introduced 
the follow%g joint resolution:

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COUNT LEO TOLSTOI 


STRICKEN BY DEATH 


Announced From St. Petersburg 
That: Famous Reformer and 
Novelist is Dying, 


.St. Petersburg. February 11.—Conunt 
Leo Tolstoi has suffered a relapse and is 
dying. 


According to a dispatch to the Asso- 
ciated Press from London February 10 
Count Tolsto! is suffering from heart 
failure and inflammation of the tungs. 

Count Tolstoi is probably the best 
known of aM Russians. Thousands of 
persons know of Tolstoi who could not 
tell the name of the present czar. 

Years ago Tolstoi achieved fame as a 
novelist and of late his trend toward 
Qhristian socialism has added to his 


notoriety. 

Among his best known novels are 
“Anna Karenina,” “The Resurrection” 
and “The Kreutzer Sonata,’’

Brussels, February 11.—The plan of 
campaign drawn up by Dr. Mueller, the 
former consul of the Orange Free State 
in Holland, who is now on his way to 
New York with dispatches from the Boer 
delegates in Europe to President Roose- 
velt, jncludes the formation of two 


standing cominittees, one more of ne 


political, to include the pro-Boer senators 
and representatives and other prominent 
men who, it is claimed, have already 
promised their cooperation. The other 
and larger body will be chiefly concerned 
in the collection and forwarding of money 
for the Boer cause. , 

The Boers here allege that there has 
been considerable difficulty heretofore in 
accounting for all the money subscribed, 
and that not all of it has reached its des- 
tination. 

Dr. Mueller will be president of the 
finance committee and wil] remain in the 
United States so long as necessary. He 
is intrusted with a letter from Mr. Kru- 
ger to President Roosevelt, the joint pro- 
duction of Dr. Leyds and the other B@r 
delegates, but which Mr. Kruger  ap- 
proved and signed. 

wr. Mueller is charged to personally 
hand this letter to President Roosevelt, 
whose permission to publish it will be 
asked, 

After a discussion, in which the opinion 

of the Boer delegates was considerably 
divided, Mr. Kruger and Dr. Leyds con- 
vinced the others that it was not wise, 
in view of the reply of the British min- 
ister, Lord Lansdowne, to the note of 
the Netherlands on the subject of peace 
in South Africa, to make overtures to 
Great Britain for permission to open tel- 
egraphic communication with the Boer 
leaders in the field. :

GREAT BRITAIN 


AND JAPAN ONE 


White and Yellow Nations 
Have Signed Treaty for 
Preservation of China. 


TREATY 'S CONSIDERED 
DIRECT BLOW AT RUSSIA 


Koren Will Be Safeguarded as Well 
as China—Announcement of the 
Treaty Causes wuf-at Sur- 
prise in Diplomatic 
- Circles. 


London, February i11.—An important 
parliamentary paper was issued tonight 
giving the terms of a practical alliance 
between Great Britain and Japan for the 
preservation of China and Korea. The 
paper covers a dispatch sent by Lord 
Langdowne, the secretary of state for 
foreign waffairs, Janu %, to the British 
minister at Tokio, Sir Claude M. Mac- 
Donald, and comprises a signed copy of 
the agreement. 

In explanation the papers say the 
agreement may be regarded as an out- 
come of the events of the past two-years. 
Throughout the boxer troubles Great 
Britain and Japan had been in close and 
uninterrupted communication and actuat- 
ed by similar views. 

“We each desire,” says Lord Lans- 
downe, ‘“‘that the integrity and independ- 
ence of the Chinese empire should be pre- 
served and that there should be no dis- 
turbance of the territorial status quo, 
either ‘n China or the adjoining regions.” 

Terms of Agreement. 

The fvllowing are the terms of the 

agreement signed in London January 30: 


“The governments of Great Britain and 
Japan, actuated solely by a desire to 
maintain the status quo and general 
peace in the extreme east, and being, 
moreover, especially interested in matin- 
tuining the independence and territorial 
integrity of China ana Korea, and in 
securing equal opportunities in those 
countries for the commerce and industry 
of all nations, hereby agree as follows: 

“ARTICLE 1. The high contracting 
parties, having mutually recognized the 
independence of China and Korea, declare 
themselves to be entirely uninfluenced 
by any aggressive tendencies in either 
ccuntry. Having in view, however; their 
especial interests, of which those of Great 
Britain relate principally to China, while 
Japan, in acdition to the interests she 
possesses in China, is interested in a pe- 
cuilar degree, politically as well as com- 
mercially and industrially, in Korea, the 
Signatories recognize that it will be ad- 
missible for either of them to take such 
measures as may be indispensable In or- 
dev to safeguard those interests, if they 
be threatened either by aggressjve action 
of any other power, or by disturbances 
arising in China or Korea. necessitating 
the intervention of either the contracting 
parties for the protection of Hives and 
property of its subjects, 


In Event of War. 


“ARTICLE 2 If either Great Britain 
or Japan, in defense of their respective 
interests. as above described, should be- 
come involved in a war with another 
power, the other contracting party will 
maintain strict neutrality and use its ef- 
forts te prevent other powers from join- 
ing in the hostilities against its ally. 

“ARTICLE 3. If, in the above event, 
any other power or powers should join 
in hostilities against that ally, the other 
contracting party wil come to its assist- 
ance and will conduct war in common and 
make peace in mutual a@&reement with it. 

“ARTICLE 4 The contracting parties 
agree that neither of them will, without 
consulting the other, enter into separate 
arrangements with another power to the 
prejudice of the interests above de- 
scribed. 

“ARTICLE 5. Whenever, in the opin- 
ion of either Great Britain or Japan, the 
above mentioned interests are jeopardized 
the two governments will communica? 
with one another fully and frankly. 

“ARTICLE 6. Provides that the agree- 
ment eome into effect immedisztely, re- 
main in force for five years and be bind- 
ing for a year after eflther party de- 
nounces it. But if, when the date fixed 
for the expiration of the agreement ar- 
rives, either party thereto is actually en- 

aged in war, the alllance shall, ipso 
acto, continue until peace is concluded.” 


Secret Well Kept. 


The agreement is signed by Lord Lans- 
downe and FP jon Hayashi, the Japanese 
minister to G.eat Britain. 
| These ministers'so well kept the secret

Washington, Ga., February 11.—(S8pe- 
cia].)\-The worst wreck in the history of 
the Washington branch of the Georgia 
railroad occurred at 1 o'clock today. 

The train had met the regular main line 
train from Atlanta and had _ reached 
Hardins creek trestle, 4 miles from Sha- 
ron. A freight car jumped the track 
just as It struck the bridge. Immediately 
following was a car heavily loaded with 
lumber. This car also jumped te track 
and the lumber was strewg for 100 yards. 
The first-class coach following jumped 
the frack and rplled down an embank- 
ment, turning over three times in the 
trip.

ARRESTS MADE 
ON ACCOUNT 
OF ACCIDENT 


Three Men Who Built Scaffold 
in tiseman Building Are 
Taken, 


FOREMAN FLINOT TALKS 
UF THE FATAL ACCIDENT 


Arrests Were Made on Statements 
That the Supports to Scaffold 
Had Been Removed the 
Night Before the <Acci- 
dent Occurred. 


Two arrests were made yestertlay after- 
noon about 1 o'clock and one last night in 
connection with the accident in the Elge- 
man building which caused the death of 
three men. 

Patrolman Dobbins arrested William 
Flindt, the foreman, and J. W. Ball, one 
of the carpenters who built the scaffold 
which caused the accident. 

Last night Officers Fogg and Bone ar- 
rested W. R. Elmore, another one of the 
carpenters. 

Flindt and Ball were released yester- 
day afternoon on bail. They made a 
statement to a Constitution reporter deny- 
ing any responsibility for the scaffold 
breaking. Elmore was ordered held. 

Behind the arrests there is said to be 
some labor union feeling. The officers say 
this is denied by thcse who made repre- 
sentationa to them leading to the prose- 
cutions, 

The charge on the city docket against 
the defendants is “disorderly conduct,” a 
sort of blanket charge to bring the de- 
fendantg into court, when it Is expected 
criminal negligence will be charged. 

What Led to the Arrests. 

Elmore is said to have made some state— 
ments after the accident in which he sald 
he and other workmen had removed soma. 
of the props to the scaffold By order of 


-the foreman and the painters had not*- 


been notified of the fact. Elmore is said 
to have called to see one of the widows 
whose itusband was killed and remarked 
to her that he w@s worried over the af- 
fair. - 

Officer Dobbins stated to a Constitution 
reporter last night that he had made the 
arrests on statements made to him by 
three or four workmen who had heard of 
the remarks of Elmore. 

“The meh came to me,” sald the officer, 
“and represented that some of the oar- 
penters had removed the main supports 
to the scaffold the night before the acectl- 
acent occurred. They told me enough to 
cause me to decide that the affair ought 
to be investigated in the courts. Flindt 
is the foreman at the building and I am 
informed that he ordered the supports to 
the scaffold removed. Ball and Elmobe 
were two of the carpenters who helped 
to build the scaffold. The criminal negll- 
gence, if any, consists in a fallure to 
notify the painters that the scaffold had 
been tampered with.” 


Foreman Flindt’s Denial. 

Willlam Flindt, the foreman, is a man 
about 50 years of age. He came from 
Chicago. He is a widower and his four 
children are living w%#h him at No. 100 
Lovejoy street. After his arrest he made 
the following atatement to The Constitu- 
tion: 

“We built the scaffold and it was strong 
and vecure, It was not built for the paeint- 
ers. If it Was tampered with I know 
"Oothing of the fact. If any of the props 
had been removed I would certainly have 
rctified the painters or any other work- 
ren who should have attempted to use It. 
No one about the building regretted the 
accident more than I did.’’ 

Carpenter Elmore’s Statement. | 

W. R. Elmore tis about 3% years of age 
and resides with his wife and two chil- 
dren at No. 17 Ridge avenue. He did not 
know what he was arrested for until after 
he reached the police barracks. When 
told of the charge against him he said: 

“T am certainly an innocent man. f 
have never made any remarks about the 
props to the scaffold in the Eiseman 
building being removed. I did call to see 
one of the widows and told her I was sor- 
ry the accident occurred. I 6M not tn- 
tend to leave any impression that I, was 
ir any way blamable for the accident. I 
stopped working on the Eliseman build- 
ing last Saturday morning because [ 
would not work !n a place where it was 
ecld. Any person who gays I ever re- 
moved the scaffold props states a false- 
heod.”’ 

Flindt, Ball and Elmore will be ar- 
reigned in the recorder’s court this morn- 
ing. 

The accident which led to the arrest 
occurred In the Eiseman building on the 
viaduct last Friday morning. C. M. Cole, 
G. W. White and Henry Reynolds, three 
painters, fell with a broken scaffold andl 
were killed. ,

Washington, February 11.—(Special.)—It 
is among the possibilities that Consul 
General Perry DeLeon may be repri- 
manded or recalled for the action he !s 
reported to have taken in the Bolan epi- 
sode reported from Guayaquil, Ecuador. 

The state department.received today 
several reports concerning the affair 
which bear out in all’ essentials the press 
reports. There seems to be no question 
that Messrs. Bolan, of Springfield, and 
Connor, of Knoxville, were subjected to 
some pretty queer treatment at the hands 
of underofficials at Guayaquil and that 
DeLéon did right in giving. fhem every 
légitimate protection the officials here 
agree. 

Tie Went Too Far. | 

But they are inclined to believe -he 
went much futher in his criticisms of 
the officials of a friendly power than is 
fn strict accord with the duties of a con- 
sul general. While state department offi- 
cials says they do not care to pass judg- 
ment upon his acts unti? they have full 
reports, as that would be manifestly un- 
fair, there is no question that with the 
light now before them they are disposed. 
to believe that he has not exercised the 
degree of cool-headed judgment essential 
to such an emergency. 

Minister Sampson has been asked for a 
full statement, so that it may be ascer- 
tained whether any criticism of DeLeon 
is warranted. The tone assuméd by the 
officials and the questions they ask in- 
dicate very clearly that they think De- 
Leon has been entirely too vigorous. 

What DeLeon Did. 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, February U.—The 
arrest of Michael Bolan, of Springfield, 
Ohio, for refusing to pay a magistrate’s 
judgment against him as the result of 
alleged blackmail, was made on a judge’s 
order. He was detained for three days. 
United States Consul General Perry M. 
DeLeon took the matter up and obtained 
Bolan’s release under a personal guaran- 
tee. He appealed to the government of 
icuador, whieh apparently declined to in- 
terfere. The tendency of the government 
authorities here is to harass in all ways 
American contractors and sub-contractors 
by orders from magistrates, as the gov- 
ernment authorities under the state laws 
have no jurisdiction. 

A similar case against J. P. McDon- 
ald, another American, is now proceeding. 

The Americans assert that a strong 
protest from the United States govern- 
ment will probably stop this abuse.

SOLONS TASTE 
BOGUS BUTTER 


Dabs of Oleomargarine Pass- 
ed Around in the House 
for Inspection. 


FOR RIGHTS OF STATES 
BARTLETT MAKES A PLEA 


Georgian Strives To Protect the Cot- 
ton Seed Oil Industry—Bill Will 
Be Passed, but by a Great- 
ly Reauced Ma- 
jority. 


Washington, February 11.—The voting 
on améndments to the oleomargarine bill 
in the house today indicated a considera- 
ble change of sentiment since last con- 
gress when the bill had 106 majority, 
and that the opposition to the measure 
has*gainead strength. While the pass- 
age of the bill is not endangered, it is 
not likely that the majority tomorrow, 
when the final vote is taken, will exceed 
thirty. 

The opposition today was strong 
enough In committee of the whole to 
adopt two important amendments, one 
providing that nothirig in the act should 
be construed to prevent the manufacture 
and sale of oleomargarine in any state 
for consumption entirely within such 
state and the other to provide for. the 
inspection and branding of renovated, 
Or process butter. The latter amend- 
ment was especially obnoxtous to the 
friends of the measure, and when the 
bill was reported to the house a separ- 
ate vote was demanded on it. The vote 
was pending wen the house adjourned. 

Although the amendment commandéd 
a majority of twenty in committee of 
the whole, where no record is made, it 
is not unlikely that the action of the 
committee will be reversed tomorrow, 
when members are obliged to go on 
record. Several committee amendments 
adopted today changed the phraseology 
of the bill, the most important being 
that making the 10 per cent tax apply 
to oleomargarine made in imitation of 
butter, “of any shade of yellow.” 

Considerable feeling was injected into 
the proceedings toward the close of the 
session. 

Strong Specch by Bartlett. 

Representative Bartlett, of Georgia, 
made a strong speech against the bill, 
setting forth particularly the state’s 
rights features which he considered wefe 
involved and advocating the adoption of 
an amendment submitted by himself. 
This amendment was to section 1 of the 
bill and read as_ follows: 

Provided, however, That none of the 
provisions of this section or of this bill 
shall appiv to or be enforced against 
healthful and wholesome food products 
manufactured in whole or in part from 
ure cotton seed oll. or of food product 
n the production of which pure cotton 
seed oil entered as an ingredient. 

Judge Bartlett strongly supperted this 
amendment, but it failed in the commit- 
tee of the whole. 

Mr. Bufleson, of Texas, created a good 
dea] of merriment by offering a substitute 
for a séction, in the language of that 
section to impose a tax of ‘10 cents 
per pound on mafhufactured ice sold in 
imitation’ of the natural product except 
where sold in -blocks of one and two 
pounds and stamped “counterfeit ice.” 

Mr. Burleson, amid much laughter, de- 


; clared that. his substitute demonstrated 


the rank absurdity and injustice of the 
“selfish, designing and ambitious states- 
men from Minnesota,”’ 

The same vicious principle, he said, 
underlies both propositions. Hjs amend- 
ment was ruled out of on a point of or- 
der, as was one offered by Mr. Grosve- 
nor to place a tax of 10 cents per 
pound on’ syrup in imitation of maple 
syrup. 

Mr. Allen, of Kentucky, proposed to 
test the good faith of the friends of the 
bill by offering an amendment to pro- 
vide for the inspection under the de- 
partment of agriculture of manufactories 
where butter is renovated and requiring 
that al] renovated butter be stamped as 
such. 

Forced Amendment Through. 


Mr. Tawney made the point of order 
that the amendment was not germane, 
but Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, con- 
tended that it was germane to a Dill 
relating to “imitation dairy products.” 

Mr. Lacey, of Iowa, who was in the 
chair, overruled the point of order.

PASCO STRONG FOR.PANAMA

HE CLASHES WITH MORGAN 


Pasco Believes That Colombia Wiil 
) Make Necessary Concessions 
to United States. 


Washington, February 11.—Former Unit- 
ed States Senator Samuel Pasco, now a 
member of the isthmian canal commis- 
sion, testified before the senate commit- 
tee on interoceanic canals today that he 
had carefully investigated the proposi- 
tion made by the new Panama Canal Com- 
pany for the,saje of the Panama canal 
rights, and that he was fully convinced 
that under the Frefich laws and the us- 
age of the French courts that company 
has a valid title to the franchises and 
right of way of the canal, and could 
therefore make a transfer to the United 
States which would hold in law. 

He thought that the cooperation of the 
liquidator of the old Panama company 
with ‘the new should be accepted as a 
proper guaranty from that company as 
to its position, and held the opinion that 
no apprehension need pe felt on that 
score. He expressed the further opinion 
that any trouble that might arise over 
right of way -would be encountered tn 
dealing with a Central American gov- 
ernment, but “said that this trouble Is 
as probable in dealing with Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica in connection with the 
Nicaraguan route as with Colombfa in 
dealing with the Panama route. 

In reply to questions Mr. Pasco sald 
he understood that there are now two 
gentlemen in the city from Colombia for 
the purpose of cooperating with the min- 
ister from that country in granting the 
necessarv concessions for the construc- 
tion of the Panama canal by the United 
States. 

Mr. Pasco was questioned at length by 
Senator Morgan as to the effect of the 
various treaties between the United States 
and other powers relative to the canal, 
and also as to the bearing of the French 
laws upon the proposed transfer, the re- 
sult being that Pasco and Morgan: dis- 
agreed on most of those points. Senator 
Morgan also sought to bring out the fact 
that a concession of only ninety-nine 
vears.in the way of a lease such as has 
been given to the Panama company. by 
the Colombian government would not be 
sufficient to meet the demands of the 
United States in case of the proffer of 
sale on the part of the Panama company 
should be accepted by this country, and 
Mr. Pasco agreed with him on that point, 
adding his opinion that a concession in 
gga could. be secured from Colom- 

a. 

He assented to a suggestion made by 
Senator Foster, of Louisiana, that an in- 
vestigation of title in France might be 
necessary in case the purchase should be 
decided upon, but added that such an in- 
quiry would not be a serious undertak- 
ing. ‘Paris is not far away,” he said. 

Colombia Will Give Concessions. 

Monterey, Mexico, February f1.—Colom- 
‘bia stands ready to duplicate any conces- 
sions Nicaragua is willing to make. There 
need be no question about the title of the 
Panama waterwy. The United States 
can have it. with a guaranteed title. Co- 
lombia is willing to give the United 
States full control of the territory 
through which the eanal passes. It 
wants the canal built and in the event 
the United States sees fit to choose the 
Nicaragua foute the government of Co- 
lombia will take steps to interest Euro- 
pean powers:in the. completition of the 
Panama canal. , 

These declarations were made tonight 
by General Rafael..Reyes, Colombian del- 
egate to the Pan-American congress, and 
in all probability the future president: of 
Colombia, who is now among the visiting 
Pan-American delegates who are at pres 
ent the guests of this city. 

“The Panama canal can be completed 
in four years’ time,’’ continued General 
Reyes. “It would take at least eight 
years to build the Nicaragua waterway. 
-Reports stating that the territory of the 
Panama canal is dead?y to workmen are 
false. The climate of the section is more 
healthful than Nicaragua. There is every 
reson why the United States should de- 
cide on the Colombian waterway, but 
regardless of what action that country 
takes the Panama canal will be  bullt. 
With the United States out the European 
powers will take hold and the Colombian 
government will certainly give them all 
the assistance possible.’’

He maintained 
that the Connecticut senator had not 
quoted accurately the Philippine statute, 
because he had omitted a portion of it 
which, he asserted, sustained the position 
he (Mr. Hoar) had taken and the state- 
ments he had made.

horror,” said he, “if this Connecticut 
statute, or if our statute of treason of 
1790 had been enacted in 1861, or any 
time thereafter, and put in force against 
Tennessee, Virginia, Kentueky or Mis- 
souri.”’

Crew of Burned Schooner Landed in 
7 New York. 


‘SEVERAL NIPPED BY FROST 


| 

| Captain Telis How the Mary Gra- 
| ham Was Fired and Deserted 

| Off Cape May. 


New York, February 11—The schooner 
which was burned to the water's edge off 
+a point‘near Cape May last night was 
the Mary Graham, from Norfolk to New 
Yor®, and the crew reached here safely 
this afternoon. They were picked up 
by the schooner J. C. Clifford, Captain 
F. H. Medley, and five seamen composed 
the crew of the Graham. She was a 
two-master, which left Norfolk, Va., 
three weeks ago yesterday, with 187,000 
feet of pine lumber consigned to a New 
York firm. From the captain the follow- 
ing facta were gathered: 

ADout half past 5 o'clock last Saturday 
morning the schooner was caught in the 
ice, which was coming out of the Dela- 
ware river, and the captain, fearful that 
he would be crushed, or the schoone> 
blown ashore, dropped both anchors, be- 
ing at that point 8 1-2 miles northwest 
of Cape May, in 8 fathoms of water. The 
Schooner was leaking and the crew was 
kept at the pumps. They suffered terri- 
bly from the cold, and the hands of Mate 
Charles Anderson and Sailor Gus Bun- 
son, were frost bitten. Plenty of hot 
coffeé reduced the men’s suffering con- 
siderably. 

Heavy seas were breaking over the ves- 
sel and the bowsprit was carried away. 
Soun afterwards both masts went by the 
board. Falling over the side. of the 
schooner, the masts carried away 
the only boat. This left the crew 
helpless and their only hope of safety 
lay in being pftcked up by a passing ship. 
The schooner was one mass of ice from 
bow to stern Sy this time and to add to 
the peril the ¢capfain found she was in 
danger of sinking, befng an old vessel. 
To lighten her the captain had about 
20,000 feet of lumber thrown overboara 

Despite all efforts the sghooner was set- 
tling rapidly when the J. C. Clifford, aisa 
a lumber-laden schooner, hove in Bight. 
This was about 9 o'clock yesterday morn- 


zg. 

The Clifford lay to about 100 yards from 
the Grahdm ané@ sent a boat with a mate 
and three sailors to rescue the crew. On 
account of the ice the small boat had 
great difficulty tn forcing its way through 
the water and the mate had about given 
up hope of reaching the sinking schooner 
when a sudden change in the wind made 
& passage way through the ice through 
whitn the crew rowed to the Graham. 

Seeing that there was no chance of 
Saving the vessel, Captain Medley set 
fire to it before entering the Clifford's 
boat. In explaining this action he said 
that the vessel was over thirty years old 
and her hull was in such bad condition he 
knew she would soon sink. 

The Graham was 19% tons and was 
owned by the Greenleaf-Johnson Lumber 
Company, of Berkley, near Norfolk, Va.

NOT A PENNY (N HIS POCKETS 


Although He Secured Over a Million 
from a Bank. 


ANDREWS SAYS HE’S BROKE 


Tells the Bank Officials if They 
Think They Can Get Money, 
To Go Ahead. 


— —_— — 


Detroit, Mich., February 11.—The most 
vital question to the depositors of the 
wrecked City Savings bank is whether 
the checks which Cashier H. R. Andrews 
certified for F. C. Andrews, when he had 
no funds in the bank, amounting to $6@8,- 
000 and which the latter deposited among 
four local banks and a trust company, 
are legal. If they are held to be illegal 
because of Cashier Andrews’ having certt!- 
fied to them without the knowledge of the 
directors, it is thought that the asgets 
of the City Savings bank, with what has 
been turned over to it by F. C. Andrews, 
will be sufficient to pay depositors in full. 
On the contrary if: they are held to be 
legal it wm take just that amount from 
the depositors. President F. C. Pingree 
said today that he believed that the 
checks would be decided illegal and that 
the depositors would receive at least 76 
cents on the dollar. 

In the statement prepared yesterday of 
the bank’s condition these certified checks 
were ignored. 

F. Cc. Andrews has not turned over to 
the City bank any of the securities he 
took out of the other banks with the 
Ovep-certified checks and their where- 
abouts is not known. Nothing could be 
learned in regard to them by the bank- 
ers who questioned him yesterday. ~- There 
was not much change early today in the 
condition of Cashier H. E. Andrews, who 
is seriously ill with nervous prostratim: . 

F. C. Andrews was interviewed t's 
afternoon for the first time since the city 
bank closed its doors. 

“T have not @ penny. I am ruined,” 
said he. “But I’don't worry about my- 
self. All that is on my mind now fs to 
save the others involved in the crash. 

“TI did not take the certified checks all 
in one day, but successively. I went to 
the banks and exchanged them for col- 
lateral, but in most instances they had 
been sold. 

“The money I got was used to pay 
drafts and obligations at other banks. 
There are memoranda of every transgac- 
tion and all the collaterals can be satis- 
factorily explained if they will only take 
the trouble to listen to me. 

“As far as Harry Andrews is concerned 
he can take a man’s note for $6,000 if he 
supposes the makér to be good, can’t he? 
maker turng out worthless 
he has only a piece of paper to show for 
it, hasn’t he? I had plenty of collateral 
at the time. If they would only give me 
a chance and let me pull out everybody 
would get his money. I have got lots 
ef equities and ether things that-I have 
not turned over to them yet, but» will do 
so as soon as they will listen to me. 

“These criminal proceedings are all 
right. but if the fellows think they can 
get their money by putting me behind the 
bars for a year where I can get a rest I 
am satisfied.’’

‘Salt Lake, Utah, February 11.—The 
ministerial alliance of Salt Lake has 
unanimously adopted the report of the 
committee of that organization appointed 
to investigate and report on the alleged 
practice and teaching of .polygamy by the 
Mormons at the present time. This re- 
port is to be used as a petition for the 
pessage of a constitutional amendment 
prohibiting pelygamy and will be sent to 
the judiciary committece of the congress. 
‘fhe report sets forth that positive evi- 
aence can be progiuced that polygamy is 
both practiced -and taught by the Mor- 
snons at the present time in open defiance 
of the laws of the state. 

The report, after quoting a number of 
Mormon leaders in favor of the practice 
of polygamy and giving the dates of the 
same, Gwells on the colonization schemes 
of the church, which, according to the 
committee’s report, have a two-fold pur- 
pose, viz: To enable the Mormons to 
practice polygamy, ‘“‘where they will be 
free frém the scrutiny of their gentile 
neighbors,’’ and to secure the balance of 
Political power in the sparsely settled 
atates of the west, thus blocking the way 
Of any proposed hostile agitation. | 

Summary of Report. 

The report sums up as follows: 

“The returns coming from parties whose 
reliability can in every case be vouched 
for by members of this body show the 
following conditions prevailing at the 
present time: 

‘1. Polygamous cohabftations as evi- 
cenced by the birth of children or the 
acknowledgment of parties cencerned or 
concurrent testimony of neighbors and 
some times by all those, is proven to con- 
tinue In multiplied instances in Salt Lake, 
Logan, Brigham City, Provo, Payson, 
Smithfield, American Fork, Price. Sandy, 
Toole and elsewhere in Utah and also in 
Paris and Montpelier, in Idaho. 

“2. That plural marriages have been 
contracted since the church manifesto 
was issued is shown by returns giving 
names of parties in several of the above 
mentioned places, some of the plural 
wives not having come to a marriageable 
age ds early as 1890, the date of that 
document. 

“2 That the Mormon authorities con- 
tinue to publicly teach and insist upon 
the rigntfulness of polygamy is abundant- 
ly proved by public utterances of high of- 
ficials.”’ 

Mormon Leaders Deny. 


Among the specific statements by church 
leaders on the questions dwelt on fn the 
report is-the following: 

Joseph F. Smith, formerly chief coun- 
eellor to President Snow and now presi- 
dent of-the church, said in 1896, while ded- 
icating a mecting house in Payson: ‘‘Take 
care of your polygamous wives. We do 
not care for Uncle Sam.” 

President Smith, to a reporter of the 
Associated Press, made the following 
statement in regard to this section of the 
report: — '

DEFENDS CLAIM 


‘‘Squatter” Streeter and His 
- Guards Resist Invasion 
of Evicting Officers. 


WATCHMAN IS SHOT DOWN 
BY STREETER’S FOLLOWERS 


Fighting Chicago and Illinois 
in an Attempt To Hold © 
Property on the Lake 
Shore. 


Chicago, February 11.—During a fight 
with winchesters this evening between 
the followers of rival claimants to prop- 
erty afong the Lake Shore drive, the most 
aristocratic boulevard in Chicago, Frank 
Kirk, a watchman for one of the claim- 
ants, was.shot throg@gh the: head, sus- 
taining a mortal wound. | 

Ths property in dispute consists of 
made land lying east of the Lake Shore 
drive and between it and Lake Michigan. 
Captain George W. Streeter, who has 
for many years been a thorn in the side 
of the north side property owners, be- 
cause of his propensity to settle on va- 
cant ground and then claim in the courts 
the rights of a squatter, has erected sev- 
eral small shanties upon his ground. He 
claims that the officials of the city of 
Chicago ‘or the state of Illinois have no 
rights upon it. 

Knocked Down by Streeter. 

Tonight Henry Cooper, a lawyer who 
has been active in his opposition to 
Streeter, accompanied by Policeman 
O'Malley, went upon the ground and was 
attacked by Streeter, who knocked him 
down with the butt of a revolver. Several 
of Streeter’s followers covered O'Malley 
with their weapons and he was ordered 
to leave or be shot. 

Shortly after Cooper and O'Malley had 
left the ground a pitched battle broke 
out between three of Streeter’s followers— 
Willtam McManners, William B. Nlock 
and John Hoeldkte—and two watchmen 
employed by Cooper—Frank Kirk and 
Samuel Portorous. One of the first shots 
fired struck Kirk in the top of the head. 
Portorous returned the fire of the Street- 
er men with a winchester. 

A riot call was hastily sent to the Chi- 
cago avenue police station and a@ wagon 
filled with officers under the command of 
Captain Severe was sent on the run to- 
ward the place. 

Steady Fire Kept Up. ° 

When the officers arrived Kirk’s body 
lay in the snow outside the sianty, while 
from the window Portorous Kept up a4 
steady fire upon the three men in the 
other house, who were returning his fire 
with all the speed with which they could 
work their rifles. 

The firing ceased as the police appeared 
and a cordon of officers was at once 
thrown around the shanty in which Mc- 
Manners, Niock and Hoeldkte were. The 
fliree men and Mrs. McManners were 
placed under arrest and taken to the po- 
lice station. 

Returning to the building in a short 
time the officers found that Streeter «ad 
barricaded the house once more. He was 
summonded to surrender and after some 
parley gave himself up. When he came 
out of the house he carried a rifle and 
four revolvers. 

All persons living on the “District of 
Lake Michigan® were plaged under ar- 
rest pending the death or 
Frank Kirk. At the hospital to which 
he was taken it was announced that there 
was no chance of his recovery. 

Kirk died at the Passavant Memorial 
hosipta!l tonight without regaining con- 
sciousness. 


CAVALRY ROUTED SOCIALISTS. 


Force Used To Disperse the Rioters 


in Brussels. 

Brussels, February 11.—A detachment 
of cavalry had to be requisitioned this 
afternoon in order to disperse the social- 
ists, who made a demonstration in favor 
of universal suffrage. 

All the approaches to the chamber of 
deputies and the palace were strongly 
held by armed guards, but bands of so- 
cialists, bearing red flags and singing rev-. 
olutionary songs, paraded the streets. 

A strong body of agitators, led by a 
socialist communal councivior, reached 
Prince Albert’s palace, shouting, ‘‘Long 
live universal suffrage,’’ and continued its 
demonstration until a force of cavalry 
with drawn sabers charged and routed 
the rioters. ¥ 

The exit of the socialist deputies from 
the chamber was accompanied by an 
enthusiastic demonstration upon the part 
of their adherents. A mob marched to 
the office of the socialist organ, Le Peu- 
ple, where the socialist leader in the 
chamber addressed the crowd from a 
window. He declared that if the cham- 
ber persisted a few days in withholding 
universal suffrage, the present agitation 
would develop into a revolution. The 
announcement was greeted with wild 
cheers,

Heroic Methods To Be Adopted by 
United States. 

Seattle, Wash., February 11.—No -more 
Startling action has taken in th much- 
talked-of sealing question tnan the fol- 
lowing letter Written by €ollector J. W. 
lvey, of Alaska, to his deputy at Una- 
laska: 

“I am advised that British vessels from 
Canadian ports engaged in pelagic seal- 
ing in and about benring sea are in the 
habit of callsng at Unalaska and Dutch 
harbor for protection in bad weather and 
the purchase of supplies and of enjoy- 
ing the privileges of the port until the 
season opens for them to engage bn the un- 
lawful and barbarous extermination of the 
fur seal held in violation of the laws of 
the United St:ges and the [international 
agreement with Great Britain. Un... fur- 
ther advised on the subject, you are in- 
structed to cease the coliection of ton- 
nage duties on this class of vessels from 
all countries and to refuse them the priv- 
ilege of the port, water or fuel and treat 
them-in all respect as vessels engaged in 
illegal poaching. 

“Should you find from personal exami- 
nation that any such vessels arrive in ab- 
solute distress you will allow her to ob- 
tain rleief oniy as will enable her to re- 
turn to her home port.”’

Most Striking Development. 

The atest and mast striking develop- 
ment in the campaign is furnished by 
the reports of the two citizens of Rome 
who went to Barnesville to investigate 
the charges mafie by The Tribune in ref- 
erence to the Pike county dispensary. 
One reputable citizén whose character 
is above reproach states as the result of 
his investigation that every statement 
made by The Tribune is correct. Ancther 
citizen of unimpeachable horesty sub- 
mits a statement denying the charges 
specifically and collectively ard offers in 


the mayor, aldermen, public officials and 
private citizens Genying the charges in 
toto. 

In The Rome Tribune of February 2 
appeared an article in reference to the 
Barnesville dispensary, claiming that in 
effect it was worse than open bar rooms 
@nd that it had been run “in open viola- 
tion of the law, in defiance: of good morals 
and against straight and honcst business 
rethods.”” It was further claimed that 
ro part of the earnings of the dispensary 
ever found its way into the treasuries of 
the city of Barnesville or of Pike coun- 
ty. The Tribune courted an investiga- 
tion of its statements end offered to pay 
the expenses of eny Roman who should 
make the trip and fird that the situation 
had been erroneously represented. 

Two gentlemen accepted the challenge 
and made thé trip. Their repcrts are as 
follows: 


Nevins’ Adverse Report. 

James,B. Nevin writes the editor of 
The Tribune that he spent a whole day in 
earnest and painstaking investigation and 
found that all the charges made are borne 
out by the facts. He stated that he had 
recelved his informaticn direct from a 
prominent legislator of Pike county and 
from one of the three dispensary com- 
missioners of Barnesville. e 

Taking up the question in order ‘he savas: 

“As to the claim that the Barnesville 
dispensary had made $40,000 in net profits 
and the inquiry as to how the money was 
expended, it is the general télief that 
the money was misappropriated, as none 
of the books of papers showing the 
operation of the dispensary for the last 
three vears of its existence can be found, 
and the city received no direct benefit 
fhom such earnings,’’ and adds: ‘‘The tax 
rate, which was 50 cents when the dis- 
pensary was established, has steadily in- 
creased to $1 and no decrease is in sight.”’ 

Referring to the claim that the earn- 
irgs of the dispensary were used in the 
construction of a city water works and 
ciectric light plant, he declared: “This 
cunnot be true, as the pecple of Barnes- 
Ville voted and now owe $45,000 in bonds 
which were issued for this particular 
purpose ”’ 

He says that if the dispensary made any 
gréat profits neither the city of Barnes.- 
ville or Pike county ever received 10 per 
cent of them; that the court records show 
the dispensary was run by the old board 
in open violation of the law, in defiance of 
good morals and against straight and hon- 
est business methods and that when tho 
new commissioners took charge they were 
confronted with an indebtedness between 
$2,000 and $10,000, which they are now en- 
deavoring to pay off, having already_re- 
diiced same by about $2,000. 

In answer to the question as to whether 
the old dispensary was managed in a4 
business Jike and moral manner, he says: 
“It was not. The law provided for the 
sale for ‘medicinal, mechanical and sacra- 
mental purposes only.’ It was sold to 
anybody for any purpose—principally to 
get drunk on. The ‘aw was most openly 
violated and, on one circus day, the re 
ceipts of this ‘medicinal’ dispensary wernt 
to $400! If they had held to the law they 
would not have made anything at all, so 
they sold to any and everybody, and 
nothing was sold for less than 100 per 
cent profit and more.”

The people all grow in- 
Gignant when discussing the rottenness 
and political jobbery of the old dispen- 
sary and, the best they will say of the 
new one is to express the hope that it 
may be kept out of politics and prove all 
that the old one was pat. 

A Glorious Success, Says Neel. 

As the result of his investigation of the 
charges contained in The Tribune W. J. 
Neel publishes in The Record a state- 
ment from the mayor, alderm@#n and pri- 
vate citizens of Barngsville declaring that 
the publication is “¢ncorrect in fact and 
calculated to create a false impression 
as well as to do an injustice to our town 
abroad.” 

The report goes on to show that the 
dispensary paid to the city a good profit 
of from $2,500 to $4,000 per annum, or a 
‘total of from $26,000 to $40,000 during the 
ten years of its operation. This money 
was appropriated by the city authorities 
to the payment of salaries, strtet improve- 
ment, public buildings, educational pur- 
poses, constructing and operating electric 
light and water works and for other 
general expenses. The money thus di- 
werted entailed a debt of $8,000 upon the 
dispensary for goods bought and not paid 
for. The act of the legislature authoriz- 
ing the mayor and council of Barnesville 
to conduct the dispensary, having been 
declared illegal by.the courts, the people 
of the city had passed through the legis- 
lature a bill providing for a dispensary 
to be controlled by a commission. Under 
such a commission the dispensary is now 
operated and is making $500 per month. 

As to the claim of depression the report 
says that the city has, on the contrary, 
prospered to a marked degree; that the 
Population has nearly doubled and the 
value of city property increased in about 
equal proportion. While the tax rate 
has increased the dispensary is in no wise 
responsible for it. Numerous public im- 
provements have been madé¢, costing large 
sums. of money, and but for the returns 
from the dispensary the city’s indebted- 
ness would be from $25,000 to $40,000 more

FEDERAL CASE IS POSTPONED. 


Exception Taken to Manner of Choos- 
ing Indicting Jury. 
Savannah, Ga., February 1i1—In the 
United States court today before Judge 
Speer the case of the government ver- 
sus B. D. Greene, John H., Ed F. and 
William T. Gaynor, charged- with con- 
spiracy, was called. The defendants 


were present. * 

After the indictment was read, ex- 
ceptien was taken to the manner in 
which the grand jury finding the ver- 
dict was chosen. 

Marion Erwin, United States district 
attorney, was not ready to argue the 
plea and ag adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow morning at 10 w’clock. 
All four of the defendants were present 
with th2ir. counsel, Messrs. duBignon, 
Chariton and Felder, and the court room 
was crowded with those anxious to wit- 
1css the beginning of a famous case. 
The credeatials of Samuel B. Adams, 
as assistant district attorney, were pre- 
sented by Mr. Erwin during the reading 
of the indictment, which required fifty 
ininutes, the accused showed no con- 
cern, with the,;exception of Ed Gaynor, 
who mopped the perspiration from his 
brew. Mr Felder filed the plea in abate- 
ment and offered the demurrer. Mr. Erwin 
declined to permit the filing of the de- 
murrer until the pleas in abatement are 
concluded and asked an adjournment un- 
til tomorrow at 10 o’clock which was 
granted. 

The pleas in 2bat2ment are based almost 
entireiy upon the alleged fact that the 
grand jury which preferred the indict- 
ments was not properly hosen. It is al- 
leged that Clerk H. H. King did not fol- 
low the law in depositing the names in 
the boxes one by one, but dropped them 
in by handfuls; that the jury lists were 
not kept in possession of the clerk, but 
were. given into the possession of an en- 
tire stranger, name not given, and by him 
taken without this division of the dis- 
trict. 

Stress is laid upon the assertion that 
the jury was privately drawn by Judge 
Speer, at Macon, instead of being publicly 
drawn at the court house in Savannah. 
Especial stress is laid upon two points. 
The -first is that Judge Speer not only 
specifically eliminated Chatham and Glynn 
from the counties from which the jurors 
might be chosen, but thai the names 
from which the jurors were selected were 


|taken from only twelve counties of the 
| district, there being fourteen other coun- 
| ties from which no names were taken. 


The second point is that there were not 


' 300 names as required by law in the jury 


box from which the names were selected 
and that as eae matter of fact that there 
were only about 200 names in the box. 

Chiefly for these reasons it is asserted 
that the grand jury was itself invalid and 
the indictments returned by it null and 
void.

Charleston, 8. C., February 11.—The 
national convention of railroad commis- 
sioners, which formally met yesterday, 
had a long and interesting session today, 
the president, Judge C. J. Lindley, in the 
chair.

Lovisville, Ky., February 11.—(Special.) 
The Baptists of the south are once more 
agitated over the famous Whits.tt contro- 
versy which appears in a new form. At 
is confined to the 
cities of Louisville, Ky., and Richmond, 
Va., though the trouble arose from an ar- 
ticle published in The New York Evening 
Post. This article was very objectionable 
to Baptists. Dr. T. T. Eaton, who is the 
editor of The Western Recorder, under- 
tcok to ascertain who was responsibie for 
it, and friends of Dr. Whitsitt allege that 
he has been trying to fix the guilt on that 
gentleman, who is now residing in Ric.- 
mond. 

The Whitsitt controversy was the 
fiercest that ever occurred in the Baptist 
church. It arose from an article which 
Dr. Whitsitt contributed to an encyclo- 
pedia, in which he said that discoveries 
he had made in the British museum led 
him to believe that Roger Williams had 
never been baptised and that the prac- 
tice of immersion had for some. time been 


, discontinued. 


This break in the line of apostolic suc- 
cession caused great excitement among 
the members of the church, The matter 
was taken up, it was argued pro and con 
and finally the friends ot Dr. Whitsitt 
and those who opposed him lined up for 
a fierce struggle, which was based on 
whether or not Dr. Whitsitt should be re- 
moved as president of the Southern Bap- 
tist Theological seminary, the largest 
educational institution of the Baptists in 
the south. 

The final battle was waged at the con- 
vention of southern Baptists in this city 
in May, 1899. Dr. Eaton led the opposition. 
At first it was thought that Dr. Whitsitt 
would win. But at last he offered his 
resignation to the trustees of the scmi- 
nery and to. the consternation of his fol- 
lowers it was accepted. 

Dr. Whitsitt having thus retired from 
the seminary, has been devoting himself 
to writing a book, in which his views, 
augmented by the results of profound re- 
searches, will be fully set forth. It is 
being anxiously awaited by Baptists. 

The Article in The Post. 

The matter was dropped for a time, 
though the flames. still smoulder, as 
shown by the recent outbreak. An article 
appeared in The New York Evening Post 
which recited a story that had been told 
on a professdér in the Southern Baptist 
seminary who was said to have submit- 
ted a vexed point in theology to a vote 
o” his class. The Post article intimated 
that the Baptists were in the habit of 
settling all great questions according to 
this method and mentioned the Whitsttt 
case. It also contained some reference to 
the late Dr. F. H. Kerfoot. 

Dr. Eaton, who had been the leader of 
the anti-Whitsitt forces, became very in- 
dignant over this article and undertook 
to ascertain who had written it or had 
been responsible for it. He was told by 
the editor of The Post that the authority 
for it was or had represented himself to 
be a trustee for the Baptist seminary. Dr. 
Eaton wrote to all the trustees and re- 
ceived Jetters from nearly all denying 
that they had anything to do with the ar- 
ticle. He continued to draw the lines 
tizhter and tighter and it is alleged that 
he was endeavoring to fasten the re- 
sponsibility on Dr. Whitsitt. 

The religious and daily papers of Rich- 
mond took up the matter and vigorously 
attacked Dr. Eaton, who repled thrqugh 
the columns of the Louisville press.

MEETS A REVERSE 


Court of Appeals Acts on Carling 
ake Case. 


NOT GUILTY OF CONTEMPT 


Decision Covers Jurisdiction of Fed- 
eral Court in Bankruptcy Mat- 
ter After Proceedings Have 
Been Brought tn State 
Court.

Macon, Ga., February 11.—(Special.)—T. 
J. Carling, one of the wealthiest and 
most influential citizens of Macon, whe, 
receiver for the state court in the 
case of the Macon Sash, Door and Lum- 
ber Company, was ordered by Judgo 
Speer, in the United States court, to turn 
over the property of the Macon Sash, 
Door and Lumber Company to the re- 
ceiver of the United States court or go to 
jail, will not have to do either. 

After Judge Speer had handed down 
the decision requiring Mr. Carling to turn 
over the property of this concern to the 
receiver of the United States court, at- 
torneys for Mr. Carling carried the case 
to the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals, and that court today rendered a 
decision in the case, reversing the decision 
of Judge Speer. 

[t is said that this is one of the most 
important decisions rendered by 
United States court of appeals during 
many years, as it covers the matter of 
jurisdiction of the United States court 
in matters.of bankruptcy after the pro-

courts, 

In rendering a decision in this case 
Judge Speer held that in matters of bank- 
ruptcy, where a case was brought into 
the United States court of bankruytcy, 
the state courts had no jurisdiction. Mr. 
Carling had been appointed receiver for 
the Macon Sash, Door and Lumber Com- 
pany by Judge Felton, of the superior 
court. Other creditors of this company 


asking that the receiver appointed by 
the state court be set aside and that the 
United States court, under the bank- 
ruptcy act, appoint a receiver to take 
charge of the property. This Judge 
Speer proceeded to do, appointing a re- 
ceiver and requiring Mr. Carling, as re- 
ceiver for the state court, turn all prop- 
erty he held for this company over to the 
receiver appointed by. his court. Mr. 
Carling refused to do this, and Judge 
Speer issued an order requiring that Mr. 
Carling be placed in jail for contempt of 
court. A reasonable time was allowed 
for attorneys for Mr. Carling to file a 
motior with the circuit court of appeals, 
and in reviewing the case this’ tribunal] 
reversed the decision of Judge Speer. 

The case is one of the most important 
that. has been in the courts of this city 
for many years, and much interest has 
been manifested on account of the prom- 
inence of Mr. Carling and others con- 
nected with the case.

It will be another red-letter day in 
the history of Atlanta when the great 
electric power plants of the Chatta- 
hoochee turn their Alladin currents 
into the mechanism of her industries. 
When that multifarious stream of 
magical energy begins to «pulse 
through the wheels of our shops and 
factories a new era of prosperity will 
come to our people that heretofore 
has been but an imagery of their 
dreams. 

The harnessing of Niagara and the 
omnpific power it supplies by wires to 
the industrial life of Buffalo is rap- 
idly building that city into one of the 
largest productive centers of the na- 
tion. The use of electricity as the 
triplicate genius of heat, light and 
power attracts myriad forms of _ in- 
dustries that can ill afford to employ 
the costlier agencies of coal and 
steam. 

The introduction to Atlanta of these 
certainties of cheap and plentiful 
light, heat and energy will cause the 
assembling of a thousand of the light- 
er and heavier industries of manu- 
facture in this city.

We 
need the thousand and one small in- 
dustries that use cotton, wool, . mar- 
ble, iron, steel, and gold and silver. 
These are money-makers. They em- 
ploy large armies of skilled labor at 
high rates of wages. They build ap 
communities by helping the building 
of homes, schools, churches, public in- 
stitutions and civic utilities. 

The proverbial Atlanta spirit will 
not fail to seize upon the importance 
af this new development in our prog- 
ress. It will take opportunity by the 
forelock and let the world know what 
we offer it in occasions, power and 
profits. -The result must be the speedy 
expansion of our population, indus- 
tries and prosperity.

We believe the people who patron- 
ize the railways and express compa- 
nies are clearly entitled to this addi- 
tional protection. That which fs now 
thrown about their letters and mail 
remittances should be equally accord- 
ed to tieir persons, their lives and 
their property while in transit under 
interstate commerce regulations. 

Plucky Elberton. 

The whole of Georgia will sympa- 
thize with the plucky little town of 
Elberton in its serious loss from Sun- 
day’s conflagration. 

After all, however, the loss will be 
but temporary and Elberton, like 
every other place which has suffered 
from fire. will feel the good effects of 
the destruction. Chicago would not 
have been the metropolis it is today 
had it not been for the holocaust 
which marked the beginning of the 
city’s new era. While the people of 
Atlanta did not appreciate the fact in 
1864, later developments proved that 
General Sherman rendered the city an 
everlasting service by burning it, the 
work of rebuilding bringing in new 
blood and enterprise and infusing the 
people with a spirft of activity which 
has characterized every stage of the 
development of the city into the great 
metropolis of the southeast. Jackson- 
ville thought fate was against it last 
year, but a short time will demon- 
strate the fact that the fire of 1901 
was the best thing that ever nappen- 


ed to the city. 


And so it will be with Elberton. 
Already Colonel Tom Swift, one of the 
heaviest losers and one of the brav- 
est and most active factors in the de- 
velopment of the town, has architects 
planning for handsome new buildings 
to take the place of the ones swept 
by fire. He did not lose a day in the 
work of rehabilitation, but with true 
Atlanta spirit went to work to cut the 
pattern for the rebuilding of the burn- 
ed district. The whole community 
has done likewise and the work of re- 
habilitation -~will be well under way 
before the week is out. 

It will take a bigger thing than & 
fire to overcome such public spirit as 
the brave little town of Elberton has 
manifested. It is such pluck and de- 
termination that has been responsible 
for the splendid development of the 
town and country during the past ten 
years, and all who know of the re- 
sources of Elberton and the country 
surrounding it confidently expect the 
doubling of the town's population in 
the next ten years. 

It is not every town that can suffer 
from a fire and at the same time profit 
by it, but that is what Atlanta has

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Land Scrip for Schools. 

A bill has been introduced in con- 
gress by. Representative Latimer, of 
South Carolina, to secure the equaliza- 
tion of the states of the union in the 
matter of land grants 
school purposes. The bill provides 
that scrip shal! be issued, redeemable 
to the helder in land from the public 
domain, in such sums as will make the 
amounts granted to each state equal 
according to territorial area. 

It is well known tkat Thomas Jeffer- 
son devised the idea of giving certain 
fixed bodies of land to townships for 
school purposes throughout all that 
vast domain that he added to the na- 
tion. The older states received no 
such bounty and now itis felt by many 
of them that before the public domain 
is exhausted there should be grants 
made to them that will make nlatters 
even. The idea is just and we can 
imagine no good reason why congress 
should refuse the request. 

Under the apportionment that would 


ag the enactment of the law Geor- | 


a would receive more land, in the 
form of scrip to be sold for the ben- 
efit of her common school fund, than 
any other state. Her quota would be 
2,062,222 acres. ‘That land, even at the 
minimum government price, $1.25 per 
acre, would add over $2,500,000 to our 
school fund. The fund would -be a 
perminent one, but the interest upon 
it would materially aid the cause of 
education in this commonwealth. 

This bill is so opportune and has so 
many merits that we trust our au- 
thorities and fellow-citizens generally 
will take up the subject and urge our 
representatives in congress to exert 
their influence to secure its early en- 
actment.

In the war of independence the Geor- 
gians cast in their lot with the other 
colonies and suffered the severities of 
that great struggle with splendid for- 
titude. They contributed strength to 
the cause, great soldiers to its battles 
and shared the glory of the supreme 
victory. 

Georgia was one of the original 
states in the formation of the union, 
and her history as a commonwealth 
devoted to the constitution, to civil 
liberty and to the spirit of true Amer- 
icanism is second to none.

EDITC ORIAL COMMENT. 


Concerning Things Here, There 
And Elsewhere. 
Philadelphia’s City Flag. 

Philadelphia differs in many important 
respects from other great American 
cities, but the spirit of local patriotism 
is perhaps the predominant characteris- 
tic of the Quaker metropolis. This spirit 
is strikingly exemplified in the flag 
which the city nas adopted as the in- 
signia of its chartered rights and its mu- 


nicipal prestige. 

By an ordinance passed several years 
ago the city of Philadelphie not only 
adopted a flag but also an ensign and 
a pennant. The flag, made of bunting 
or American silk, is 10 feet in length 
and 6 in width, “peparated into three 
parts running vertically, the first and 
third of azure blue and the second or 
middie columns of goldén harvest yel- 
low. Upon the middle column of this 
flag is the city seal of Philadelphia. 

The ensign or flag of the Philadelphia 
merchants \is the same as the offi- 
cial civic flag, except that instead of 
the coat-of-arms upon it- there is a 
crest surrounded by thirteen-five-pointed 
azure stars inclosed in a circle. The 
merchants’ flag is 6 feet in length and 
4 feet 6 inches in width. . 

The Philadelphia city pennant pre- 
sents some points of resemblance to the 
Mongolian flag of the middle kingdom 
of China. It is a triangular piece of 
yellow bunting 5 feet in length and 4 
feet in width. In the center is a blue tri- 
angle upon which are displayed the city 
arms and about them a circle of golden 
atars. 

The official flag of Philadelphia is, dis- 
played only on rare occasions of more 
than local interest, and is especially 
useful as a symbol of the greatness of 
Philadelphia when shown at the mast- 
head to incoming turists. 

{ Social Reform in London. 

Since the crown of Great Britain 
passed from Victoria to Bdward VII 
in January of last year no political 
changes of any consequences have been 
recorded by the historians of the realm 
but the new sovereign is receiving 
wide credit for the stmplicity which he 
has succeeded-in giving to the hith- 
erto elaborate menus ‘which have been 
the fashion at London dinners. 

Long before assuming: the regalia of 
his royal office it had been the en- 
deavor of King Edward to bring about 
this desired reform, but the ‘success 
which he was not able to realize as a 
prince he has now happily secured as 
a sovereign and the leaders of London 
society are felicifating themselves upon 
the result. 

Besides being ‘tess elaborate and 
sumptuous the dinners of social Lon- 
don are now held at an earlier hour in 
the evening and the attendance upon the 
theaters is much more prompt than it 
was before the present sovereign as- 
sumed the crown. 

We congratulate King Edward upon 
this beneficent and salutary effeet of 
his royal administration and we trust 
that the good results of this social ref9rm 
will not be restricted to the other side 
of the Atlantic.

PASSING THRONG. 


A new and interesting use has been 
found for the phonograph cylinder—the 
recording of the click of the telegraph in- 
strument, making it possible for a sendér 
to study and analyze his work after it 
has been done. There is on exhibition in 
a phonograph store in Atlanta pow one 
of these cylinders, and a large number 
of operators have called to see it, for 
they are interested in the possibilities it 
opens up. 

It is just as impossible for the telegraph 
operator to judge of the quality of the 
work he is doing—the effect that it has 
made on the man at the other end of the 
wire—as jt is for a violinist or a soloist 
to do the same until he receives the plaud- 
its of his audience. Then he can judge 
it only by the effect; he cannot judge the 
work itself. The man who receives what 
is sent by one operator is in the position 
of the aydience, and he sometimes uses 
expletuves or wears a satisfied smile, ac- 
cording to the manner in which the man 
whd is sending handles his key. There is 
character in sending, operators say, just 
the same as there is.in handwriting. or a 
person’s manner of speech. There are 
good senders, senders that can be read 
without difficulty, sometimes with great 
ease and rapidity, then there are ordinary 
senders and there are ‘“‘bum” senders. 
The man on the other end of the wire 
can always give an estimate of the cRar- 
acter of the man who is doing the send- 
ing though he has never seen him and 
doés not know what he looks like. 

‘The use of the phonographic cylinder 
will enable the sender to put himself in 
the place of the receiver. He can study 
and analyze his own work, and, perhaps, 
correct its faults. So far as is known 
the experiment made with such a cylin- 
der in Atlanta is the first one ever made, 
and it opens up an interesting field of 
study. 

At vhe coming convention of telegraph 
operators of the United States to be held 
in Atlanta shortly, one of the features 
will be the making of a large number of 
phonographic records of the fast sending 
that will be done in competition § for 
prizes. These cylinders will be of inter- 
est not only to telegraph operators, but 
to others, and they will doubtless be in- 
troduced at certain places where phono- 
graphs are on exhibition.

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|| SHORGAN IS ROASTED BY 


SMAD MARK HANNA

Washington, February 11.—(Special. eA. 
If Senator Morgan insists upon putting to 
the test His threat to report Admiral 
Walker to the senate as a contumacious 
witness, he will probably have the nomi- 
ral support of a majority of the senate 
ccmmittee on interoceanic canals. 

Senator Hanna indicated .this probabil- 
ity in talking with me today. He made it 
clear, hoWever, that his reasons for, suD- 
porting any sugh movement would not be - 
particularly pleasing to the Alabama gen- 
ator, who, because the admiral declined 
to reveal to his committee certain state 
department secrets with which he is 
familiar. has made the threat of putting 
iim in the contumacious class. 

If a ma&jority of the senate committée 
accedes to Serfator Morgan's request it 
will be because they want the senate 


itself to pass judgment upon the attitude 
which Senator Morgan, as chairman, has 
assumed toward Admiral Walker and 
other witnesses. 


Strong Criticism of Senator Morgan. 

“Disgracefui,” ‘disgusting’ and a num- 
ber of other epithets: of the same impor: 
are used by Senator Hanna in describing 
the treatment which M. Lampre, the rep- 
resentative of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany, received at tlhe hands of the com- 
mittee's chairman, 

“If it had been a backwoods justice of 
iNW®“beace cross-examining @ criminal, It 
could not have been more disgraceful,” 
said the Ohio senator in discussing the 
matter today. Senator Hanna its nothing 
‘f not diftect and he does not believe in 
concealing his opinions. He savs he took 
pains to go to M. Lampre after he had 
been put throiigh Senator Morgan's casti- 
gation and cn behalf of the committee 
cnd congress apologize for the treatmen: 
he had been accorded “I told him I 
wanted to make the apology just as ab- 
ject as I knew how, for I considered it 
could not be too strong under the circum- 
stances. I was heartily ashamed that a 
gentleman, particularly a citzen of an- 
other country, should have had to submit 
to such treatment. I would not have 
blamed him—indced, I would have ir- 
dorsed his actif he had taken his at 
end left the committee rcom that day.” 

The Threat Against Walker. 

Of very much the same character is the 
threat to summon Admiral Walker be- 
fore the bar of the senate regarded by 
rany members of that’ body. It did no® 
take on the attitude of doubt of the ver- 
acity of the witness that was; manifest fn 
the attitude toward the Frefichman, but 
other senators corsider it Just as unre4- 
sonable. For this reason, certain mem- 
bers of the conifaittee would be very gla’ 
to have the doings inside the committes 
room aired before the senate, and in or- 
der that this might be accomplished, they 
would vote for any resolution to that end 
which Senstor Morgan might submit. 

There is not much likelihood, however. 
of that step being taken. If Senator Mor- 
gan did entertain the idea of carrying out 
the threat toward Admiral Walker, he 
has probably reconsidered, for it is given 
out at his committee room.that- such a 
step is not probable. 

Members of the senate generally consid- 
er that the head of the canal commission 
was doing right when he declined to tel! 
the Subcemmittee what he knows about 
the negotiations pending between the rep- 
resentatives of this government and the 
government of Colombia. The informa- 
tion he received was given him in his 
official capacity, and the interests of the 
government might be injured by exposure 
just at this time when negotiations are 
pending. If the senate were to call upon 
the president for information concerning 
them, it is probable 
publicity at this time would be itncom- 
patible with the interests of the govern- 
ment. Such a reply would be clearly 
witHin the province of the president. Cér- 
tainly while these negotiations are pend- 
ing, no other senator than Senator Mor- 
gan would have thought of attempting to 
force Admiral Walker to disclose their 
character. 

Hanna Could Have Been Chairman. 

Senator Morgan is so extreme in his 
opposition to the Panama project that 
he seems to chafe under opposition of 
any kind. There is much com faint of 
his treatment of men who do not agree 
are doubtful! in their 
attitude toward the canal. Even repub- 
lican. members of the committee com- 
plain at the personal treatment they re- 
ceive at the hands of the chairman, al- 
though it was their consideration for. his 
age and his Interest in canal legislation ~ 
that impelled them to allow him to re- 
main at the head of this committee. Sen- 
ator Hanna was urged by his republican 
associates to take the place, but he would 
not, arguing that it would be best to let 
Senator Morgan remain. Some of the 
members of the committee feel that ther 
are being treated very much like school 
boys, and they do not like it a little bit. 

A prototo]l with Colombia wil! he 
signed, probably this week. This will as- 
sure the government of the United States 
practically the same righte if a canal 
across the isthmus of Panama is decided 
upon as are promised by Nicaragua in 
case the decision is in favor of the other 
route. The lease of a strip 10 miles wide 
for a period of two hundred years, with 
privilege of renewal for another two hun- 
dred, with full police. powers in the de- 
partment of Panama outside of the city 
—all the desired rights, in other words— 
this government to pay an annual rental 
to eompensate for rights in the present 
canal and raijroad companies, this gov- 
ernmént to guarantee Colombia's sov- 
ereignty. 

The signing of this protocol will put’ 
the two propositions where they can be 
considered from a purely business stand- 
point. Then it will be up to congress 
to pass upon the problem under the most 
favorable conditions that it has ever 
been approached. 

Favors the Spooner Amendment. 

Senator Hanna will make a report to 
the senate in favor of the Spooner 
amendment, which leaves the decision 
of the route to the president. He told 
me today that he thought it would be a 
minority report, but said he had made 
no count of noses and did not propose to. 

“This is a purely business proposition,” 
said he, “and there is no politics nor, go 
far as I am concerned, anything else tn 
it. I have all the time favored an isth- 
mian canal. I was in favor of the Nica- 
ragua project when thgre was none other 
that could be consid@fed on a business 
basis: now I am in favor of considering 
both in the way they should be consid- 
ered, in the coriviction that what the 
American people want is an American 
canal, built, owned and controlled by 
this government, and constructed through 
the route which will be best and cheapest 
and quickest to build, and which wilt 
cost the least to maintain. I do not know 
which is best. The report of the commis- 
sion in favor of Panama certainly war- 
rants giving that the fullest possible con- 
sideration, and the best practical way to 
secure the decision is by leaving it to 
the president. I would like to have the 
Darien route considered also, if we have 
sufficient data to go en. If what Genera’ 
Serrell says of it is true, if the only thing 
in the way of a sea level canal is a moun- 
tain of granite, it looks to me as worth, 
our serious consideration. There is s¢ “ 
little information to be had concerning 
this. however, that it looks as if it must 
pe left out. The time has come when 
we can take up this canal businesg from 
a business standpoint, and we certainly 
ought’ not let politics or ‘personalities or 
convictions formed under a different set 
of circumstances stand in the way of our 
doing our full eartiad by the American peo-

Ft. McPherson Is Designated 
as Permanent Military 
Post, 


GENERAL OFFICERS’ BOARD 
MAKES RECOMMENDATION 


A Camp Site Is To Be Established at 
. Ohickamauga Park, Georgia. 
' Board Passing on These Mat- 
ters Is Composed of 
Highest Officers. 


Fort McPherson has been designated 

$ a permanent military post in the rec- 
ommendations of the board of genera! of- 
‘fieers, the highest officers of the army, 
‘and will be given a full. regiment of 
&Xwelve companies. 

This board has had under consideration 
‘the question of the location of tempo- 
‘rary and permanent army posts and 
camp sites. Its work has just been com- 
pleted, and as a result Fort: McPherson 
is made a permanent post with a fixed 
force of a complete regiment. It is ex- 
pected the recommendations will be 
shortly carried into eect, when the 
troops at Fort McPherson will be in- 
creased from one battalion, as at present, 
to three times that number. The troops 
at the post now are one battalion of the 
Twenty-third infantry. 

Another important and interesting rec- 
ommendation is that a permanent camp 
site be established at Chickamauga park, 
In Georgia, this being considered a splen- 
did location for such purpose. 

What the Board Recommends. 

An account of the work of the board 
in this respect is given in the following 
speciai dispatch to The Constitution from 
its special correspondent, Jos: Ohl: 

Washington, February 11.—(Special.)— 
Fort McPherson ie designated as a per- 
manent mititary post in the recommenda- 
tiers made by the board of general offi- 
cers, which has just completed its work, 
and it is given a force of twelve compa- 
nies of infantry, with regimental héad- 
quarters. 

This board, of which Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Miles is president, has had under 
consideration the whole question of per- 
manent and temporary posts, and also the 
recommendation of suitable locations for 
camp sites. One of these, according to its 
indings, will be near or in Chickamauga 
park. Georgia. 

The board igs comprised of the highest 
officers of the army. In addition to Gen- 
¢ral Miles, its “members are Major Gen- 
¢rals Brooke, Otis, Young, MacArthur 
and Brigadier Generals Bates, Randall 
and Kebbe. 

Its recommendations, the report of 
which has been submitted to the presi- 
dent, are based upon a force of infantry, 
cavalry and field artillery of 50,000 men. 
This is exclusive of coast artillery. The 
report sets forth some new posts deemed 
advisable, some temporary posts in the 
west, and then sets forth the opinions 
of these military experts as to the size 
and character of assignment of existing 
posts, with Fort McPherson as indicateg 
above. 

The sites recommended for the four 
permanent camps are: 

Ore in the vicinity of Chickamauga 
park. Georgia. 

One at Fort Riley, Kans. , 

One in the Conowago valley, in Leb- 
anon, Dauphin and Lancaster counties, 
Pennsylvania, 

One on the Nacimiento ranch, in Mon- 
terey and San Luis Obispo counties, Cal- 
ifornia. 

The board recommends that the neces- 
Sarv surveys be made of the Nacimiento 
ranch and the Conowago valley. 

Posts in the South. 

In the following table the name and 
location of forts or barracks in the 
southern states are first given, then the 


board's recommendation as to whether 
that post be considered permanent or 
temporary, and then The accommoda- 
tions to be provided at each post for 
troops are given. Seacoast artillery is 
not included:

The 
“government has acquired a reservation 
of about 7,000 acres there, covering the 
whole field of operations during the bat- 
tle of Chickamauga.

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FULL REGIMENT [TEN WARDS PROPOSED FOR ATLANTA 
BY CHARTER REVISION SUBCOMMITTEE 
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HE subcommittee of the charter re- 
T vision committee, appointed to con- 

sider the advisability of changing 
the present ward svstem of Atlanta, has 
had a map prepared which divides the 
Cty {1.0 ten wards. 

In the center of the ec!ty will be located 
the tenth ward, which wili comprise the 
most thickly populated section ef the city. 
From this ward eight other wards will 
stretch out to the city Jimits and the 
ninth ward will comprise the present 
Seventh ward, formerly West End,. with- 
out change, except in name. 

The subcommittee on ward ‘lines has 
made an effort to have the wards ap- 
proximately the same size and of the 
same population. It is their idea te bave 
the ward lines so changed as to have 
about 9,700 inhabitants :n each ward, ex- 
cept in the proposed ninth ward. West 
End. All of the proposed wards will con- 
tain about 700 acres, except the central 
or proposed tenth ward, the ‘present 
seventh or proposed ninth ward and the 
proposed fourth ward. The centra] ward 
will contain less than 700 acres, or it will 
be approximately about three-fourths 
of a square mile on account of 
the density’ of its population. The 
present seventh ward will not be 
@hanged, on account of an _  agree- 
ment that was entered into between the 
city of Atlanta and West End prior to 
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The Proposed Redivision of Atlanta Into Wards — Contemplating Ten Wards Instead of Seven. 


as at the Present Time. 
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its annexation tio the city. This ward 
will be one of the largest wards geo- 
graphically and the smallest in population 
in the city. 

The proposed fourth ward wili be larger 
geographically than mest of the other 
wards, as it includes Oakiand cemetery, 
Grant park and a large tract of unim- 
proved property which is owned by the 
Cty’. 

The central, or propesed tenth ward, 
which is now ccmposed of corners of 
inmost of the other wards, is bounded on 
the south by Fair street, on the north by 
Cain street, on ‘he east by Butler street 
and on the west by the Central railroad 
and Elliott street. 

All of the other wards, except the pro- 
posed rinth ward, which is now the 
seventh ward, will radiate from the cen- 
tral ward as the spokes of a wheel from 
a hub. 

The proposed first ward is between West 
Hunter and Whitehall streets, starting® 
at the Central railroad and Elliott street. 

The proposed second ward is between 
Whitehall street and Central avenue (for- 
merly Loyd street), starting at Fair 
street. . 

The proposed third ward is between 
Central avenue ana Connally § streets, 
starting from a broken lire made up of 
three blocks of Fair street, two of Cen- 
tral place and three of Hunter street. 

The proposed fourth ward is between 
Connally street and the Southern rail- 


1oad, starting at Butler street, with a 
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narrow neck of land between the South- 
¢rn railroad and Hunter street, and 
widening out to take in Grant park and 
Oakland cemetery. : 

The proposed fifth ward is between the* 
Southern railroad and Houston street, 
beginning «at Butler street and extending 
to the eastern limits of Inman Park, 
which is included in its entirety. 

The proposed eixth ward is between 
Roustor:, Peachtree and Ivy streets, 
starting at Cain and Butler streets. 

The proposed seventh ward is between 
Peachtree and Ivy streets on one side and 
the Western and Atlantic railroad on the 
other, DLeginning at Cain and Magnolia 
streets. 

The proposed eighth ward is between 


* West Hunter street and the Western and 


Atlantic raflroad, starting at Elliott and 
Magnolia strets. 

The n2w ward map will be presented to 
the commiitee at its next meeting, which 
will take place within a few dzys. If the 
same representation in council is given 
the new wards the general council will 
be increased to thirty members. 

The members of the subcommitte2 on 
the rearrangement of ward lines are Col- 
onel W. 8S. Thompson, chairman; A. Q. 
Adams, C. A. Barrett, W. W. Draper, 
City Attorney J. M. Mayson, J. R. Smith 
and W. M. Terry.

POPE'S SLAYER 
HELD IN TOWER 


Coroner’s Jury Orders T. J. 
Granade Held for Inves- 
tigation. 


WITNESSES TESTIFY 
ABOUT THE KILLING 


-ne Witness Says He Saw Pope Use 
Brass KEKnucks—Quarrel Began 
in Theater — Pope’s Body 
Taken to Griffin for 
Interment. « 


The coroner held an inquest over the 
body of W. J. Pope yesterday morning 
at Miller & Bowden's undertaking estab- 
lishment. The verdict ‘of the jury was 
that Pope came to his death from a knife 
wound inflicted by T. J. Granade, and 
it was recommended that Granade be 
held for further investigation. 

Granade was cafried to the Tower to 
be held on the charge of murder; and the 
body of Pope was taken to Griffin for in- 
Terment. 7 

As was stated in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion, Granade stabbed Pope Monday 
morning in the rooms of the Atlanta 
Dental college, inflicting a wound which 
caused death last night at 10:30 o'clock. 

Several dental students testified before 
the coroner's jury. Mack Corquodale was 
the most important witness. He stated 
he was with Granade at the Columbia 
theater Saturday night when Pope re- 
monstrated with him for resting his arm 
against a lady’s hat. Granade became 
angry when Pope told him if he didn’t 
remove his arm he would have him put 
out of the theater. Trouble was looked for, 
as Granade said he would see Pope later. 
Monday morning at the college Corquodgle 
was walking with W. J. Webb and he saw 
Pope and Granade in front of them. Gra- 
nade was heard to ask Pope about the 
affair of Saturday night and Pope was 
seen to strike a blow. Wifness was post- 
tive he saw brass knucks on Pope's hand, 
Granade used the knife after he was 
struck, the witness stated 
Heard Pope’s Statement. 

Ww. J. Webb stafed he did not notice 
Pope and Granade until he saw Pope 
stagger backward. He heard Pope say 
after he was stabbed that he had been 
cut for nothing. 

J. H. Lorenzo heard Pope say after he 
was cut that it was atl about nothing. 

J. L. Dupree testified he saw Pope Sun- 
day and Pope spoke of the matter which 
oceurred at the theater Saturday night, 
at the same time exhibiting a leather 
billy with a piece of iron in it. 

Police Sergeant Moon testified he had 
received a dying statement from Pope 
to the effect that he did not use any sort 
of weapon and only struck Granade to 
ward off a blow. 

Granade Made No Statement. 

Granade was present at the inquest, 
but, acting under advice of his attorney, 
‘He deilined to make any statement. He 
bad a small bruise on his face which 


the blow which Pope struck. 

It is said that the jury was not at first 

unanimous in the verdict, one juror be- 
lieving Granade ought to be released. 
. The body of Pope was escorted to the 
depot by several of his college friends. 
He would have graduated in six weeks 
and shortly afterwards his marriage was 
to have taken place. 

G. W. Granade, the father of the pris- 
oner is on his way to Atlanta. He is a 
prominent planter of Washington county, 
Alabama.

Into the 
plate glass on the Marietta street side 
the horse dashed. The glass shattered, 
splintered and through it the equine’s 
head went. Then against the glass on 
the Broad street side the head bumped 
and there was a second jingling of 
broken glass. With his forefeet cn the 
Broad street side and his rear feet on 
the Marietta side the horse stopped. 
His belly was over edges of brok=2n, 
jagged, sharp glass. He began plunging. 
With each effort to free himself the 
Glass made a fresh wound. Dr. Carnes, 
the veterinary surgeon, came along. 
Great gushes of biood were running 
from the maddened, pain-crazed horse 
when the doctor gathered the bit. The 
horse was cut from the shafts.
